The laying of the cornerstone of the new St. James Episcopal 
church at the corner of Eighth and State streets, took place this 
afternoon at 4:30 p.m. The corner stone at the old structure, 
corner of Chicago and Ninth streets, was unearthed and a tin box 
found. But time had got its work and the names could not be dis- 


tinguished as the paper had become rotted. Some coins were 
secured, however, five in number, which were put in when the 
cornerstone was laid in 1851. There were four large copper 


pennies bearing the dates 1848, 1849, 1850 and 1851 and one sil- 
ver half-dime, bearing the date 1837. All these coins will be 
put in the cornerstone at the new structure and more coins of the 
present day will be added.

FIRST CARS OVER NEW CITY LINE. 


The first two cars to pass over the tracks of the Manitowoc 
and Northern Traction Co. in the city created no end of curiosity 
and the circus parade could not have held as large a crowd as 
long as did these two cars. They were unloaded from a flat car 
on the tracks of the C. and N.W. to the tracks of the electric 
road yesterday afternoon. A block and tackle and team of horses 
was the motive power until the cars were on the tracks on 
Thirteenth street. 

When the canvas covers were removed two of the finest cars 
manufactured were revealed. On the side appeared in beautiful 
lettering "Manitowoc and Northern Traction Co." and the numbers 
of. the cars, “Se sand “4... = Theacarsywere. painted -a.dank red and 
were beautifully striped and decorated. The ends were vestibuled 
and the seating was arranged the same as in modern railway 
coaches. 

Just as the whistles were blowing six o'clock the order was 
given to start and the two cars were coupled together. One of 
the electricians handled the lever and with a shout and hurrah 
from the large crowd, the first trip of the local electric line 
began. Both sides of the street were filled with small boys 
trying to get on board but Officer Dueno kept everybody off. The 


first difficulty was reached at the curve at the corner of Thir- 
teenth and Washington streets. But on the third attempt the cars 
made the turn and started down Washington street. The first rig 
to take fright was that of Rudolph Groff. The horse reared on 
its hind feet, made a quick turn and was soon making speed in the 
opposite direction. All along Washington street crowds lined the 
corners and walks and stared in wonder at the spectacle. 

Just after the turn had been made at Eighth street the power 
gave out and a delay of half an hour was occasioned. Several 
owners of rigs took this opportunity to drive their horses up and 
down past the cars and prepare them for what will be an every day 
occurence in the future.

They employ a large number of workmen and the 
company's plant has practically built up the village of Grimms. 

Yesterday afternoon the striking workmen gathered at the hotel 
and saloon conducted by Mike Watt. They forcibly took the beer 
from the astonished bartender and proceeded to get boisterously 
drunk. They as usual got into a brawl and one of their number 
was badly beaten. It is not known what the outcome of the strike 
will be.

1902, List of Aldermen, Report of Library Board, Photograph of 
present site, Photograph of library rooms over post office, 
History of Manitwoc prior to 1850, written by Otto Gass, Copy of 
proceedings of afternoon and Souvenir Postal Cards. 

At two minutes after 4 o'clock the stone was laid and the tin 
box placed therein. Now that the cornerstone is laid work on the 
walls will be rushed. The contract calls for having the building 
under roof by December.

At this time he also 
attempted to force the church members to pay their pew rent in 
advance, and because some of them could not pay he refused to 
allow their children to attend Polish school.

The wind blew a gale last night and soon the roads to Silver 


Lake were well nigh impassible. The party of twenty-two left Wm. 


Witt's at seven last evening and in George Kennedy's bob sleigh 
made good time, arriving at Silver Lake at nine o'clock and going 
to Winkelmann's. 

The storm increased in fury and soon the guests realized that 
it would be folly to attempt to get back to town last night. 
It was decided to make the best of the situation and remain all 
night. There was dancing, card playing and singing, with supper 
and breakfast. At seven in the morning it was decided to make a 
start for Manitowoc. 

A two-seated sleigh containing Kennedy, Daeke, Drews and 
Brandt preceded the big bob to break the way. Arriving at the 
top of the hill at Fulton's the small sleigh got stuck and was 
gotten out with difficulty and when the big bob got that far it 
stuck fast.

As a boy he witnessed 
the death of his father and was conveyed to the spot, where the 
body was consigned to the grave, on a sled. He is able to fix 
this fact in his mind altho he was less than three years of age. 
Benjamin's mother was a Menominee, the other three wives of Chief

A tire blow out, a depleted gas tank, a torch light pro- 
cession, and from early morning hours on the road between here 
and Shebooygan, are only a few of the incidents that marked the 
automobile pleasures of a party of four in the Geele car Sunday 


from Sheboygan. In the party were Arno C. Bruemmer, local agent 


for the United States express company, Frank Kehl, Arthur Geele 
and another. The trip to Manitowoc was made without an accident, 
and in record time, but the return to Sheboygan will not soon be 


forgotten. When ten miles out of Manitowoc one of the tires 
blew out, and a wait of nearly an hour resulted while the tire 
was repaired. scarcely had they resumed when the gas tank, 


furnishing fuel for the headlights, gave out and the lights 
suddenly darkened. It was impossible to go at any rate of speed 
and a straw pulling contest resulted in Mr. Kehl, taking the 
stand in the rear of the machine with a side kerosene lantern, 
endeavoring to throw the rays ahead of the touring car. The party 
reached Sheboygan at an early morning hour.

That there are hundreds of unmarked and unidentified graves in 
Evergreen cemetery, practically no record of those buried was 
available, were among the startling facts disclosed at the 
council meeting last evening. 

Pitz declared that the records of those buried in the 
"Potter's Field" were practically worthless, and that there were 
scores of persons buried in the regular cemetery of which there

The book contains illustrations 
including most of the prominent early settlers and founders of 
the city, also some of the early industries and pioneer 
buildings.

The Turner Opera House, beginning Thursday, June 3, will be 
known as the "Orpheum", Murray Blee of Chicago, representing the 
Orpheum circuit, will open the South Side house with refined 
vaudeville, giving a program of five acts each night, two shows a 
night, and the Turner hall will have a raised floor and other

TO HAVE MODERN AUTO GARAGE 


Henry Kappelman is having the livery barn that was run in 
connection with the Wisconsin House at Two Rivers, remodeled and 
will utilize the sme as a garage for the storage and display of 
automobiles. The building will have a glass front and will be 
equipped in a modern manner. Besides a stock of supplies and 
accessories, a complete outfit for repairing machines will be 
installed. (June 24 page 4 column 6) 


Manitowoc, like other lake shore cities, is to have a city 
bathing beach with a regular paid attendant to see that children 
are taught to swim, and to see that there are no drownings.

Refusal of the owner of the property, J. Baurer, on which the 
grave of old Chief Mexico is, to grant to the Manitowoc County 
Historical society the right to erect a monument over the grave, 
was resulted in the postponement of the dedication of the 
monument from July until some time in August, and the opening of 
negotiations to secure from the village of Manitowoc Rapids two 
village lots a few rods from the present site of the grave of the 
old Inddian chief. 

These lots also mark the site of the location of the first 
court house of Manitowoc county, when the county seat was at the 
Rapids in the '40s, and thus the Historical society will be 
killing two birds with one stone by placing the monument there. 
Mr. Baurer informed a committee from the society that waited on 
him that he did not desire the monument on his land and a road 
leading up to it from the highway. 

Mr. Baurer claims that the land is valuable for planting and 
there would be much trespass over the same, were the monument to 
be there. At present the grave is marked with a wooden slab. As 
a result of the uncertainty of the location of the monument, the 
society cannot arrive at a definite date for the dedication. 

Mr. Baurer is firm in his refusal to grant the use of his 
land. The site of the grave is at least 200 feet in from the 
highway on the big hill that rises west of the village. 

Nic Kettenhoffen is putting the finishing touches on the 
monument, which contains a copper and bronze likeness of Chief 
Mexico. (July 15 page 1 column 1) 


It developes that the young man inventing the new typewriter 
at Antigo for which a new $500,000 company has just been 
organized to place the machine on the market, is a former 
Manitowoc resident. Anton Molle, the inventor, was for years a 
resident of Two Rivers. The new machine is said to have many 
advantages over the present machines. It weighs fifteen pounds 
and is much smaller than the average machines in use.

of Gibson. It was recited that Gibson would decline to open the 
road from their side so that but little would be gained by 
opening the road to Cooperstown. (column 6) 


NEW RIVERVIEW PARK TO BE COMPLETED THIS WEEK 


The new Riverview Park, built at the junction of N. Water, 
Huron and St. Clair streets, will be completed this week. 
The park is being built by John Schuette at his own expense and 
will be turned over to the city. There are three pavilions on 
the river bank, the river side of the park is set off by the 
large iron railing from the old State street bridge, the grass 
has been laid out with paths, etc., and there is a large band 
stand in the center. 

The park will be a convenient resting place during the summer 
months in the walk to and from Evergreen cemetery. There will be 
no ceremonies in connection with the opening of the new park.

OLD HOTEL TO CAUSE TROUBLE 


What will be done with the old Reedsville house, standing on 
north 7th street, is the question that is bothering the city 
officials as well as Edw. Platt, owner of the building. 

The council refused to grant the Platt interests the right to 
move the building to Franklin and south 13th street, inside the 
fire limits, because it would be setting a bad precedent. 
In this connection Henry Schmidt has applied for a permit to move 
his wooden livery barn, the site of which has been purchased by 
the United States government for a postoffice site, to the 
property just west of the Franklin street fire station. 

The council took the view that if Mr. Platt was allowed to 
move his frame building inside the fire limits, that Mr. Schmidt 
would demand the same right. 


W.E. Larson, rural school inspector, has issued an article on 
"Re-Education of the Insane". He says that great progress has 


been made along those lines in recent years. Said Mr. Larson: 


"Most of the insane have lost only part of their faculties. 
In other respects they are as sane as others. With this idea as 
a foundation, superintendent and attendants have begun a kind of 
work among the inmates which is truly educational. Among the 
things exhibited that were made by patients were brooms, leather 
pouches, baskets, trinkets of various kinds, and concrete posts. 
The work was well done. 

The Manitowoc County Asylum has about 180 inmates including 
the feeble minded. As this is a county institution the people of 
the county should visit it and keep in touch with the work that 
is being done." (1909 July 22 page 2 column 1) 


Yesterday Dr. Falge, Emil Baensch and Nick Kettenhofen were 
out to Rapids to see about locating a site for a monument to Old 
Chief Mexico to be erected next month. A site on a cross road, 
the first road west of Kugler's corner in Rapids, on a little 
knoll, was favored by the committee. All efforts to locate the 
monument on the Baurer place, the resting place of Chief Mexico, 
have been abandoned. 


What is home without an ex-father-in-law? That is the 
question that was fought out yesterday afternoon in court when 
Frank Krizek of Two Rivers was arrested on complaint of Frank 
Jobavy, of this city, father of Krizek's divorced wife. The de- 
fendant was charged with assault and battery and pled not guilty. 
He was found guilty by Judge Schmidt and fined $5 and costs, 
$12.08 in all, which he paid. 

It seems that Krizek went to the home of his divorced wife in 
Two Rivers a few days ago on the pretence of bidding the children 
"good-bye". His ex-father-in-law was present and they got into a 
quarrel. Jobavy claims that Krizek assaulted him, knocked him 
down and kicked him in the nose. Krizek claims he didn't. 
The evidence, however, showed that the defendant was guilty, and 
he was so found by the court. 

Krizek was divorced at the January term of circuit court. 
At that time he was picked up one cold night by the police, lying 
in the gutter at the Elk's club rooms, with his hands and feet 
badly frozen. He was taken to jail, and it was thought he would 
lose one of his hands, and his pedal extremities. But he pulled 
through all right. (column 5) 


Securing permission from the town board of Manitowoc Rapids to 
locate the monument of Chief Mexico on the village street a few 
feet from the spot that marks the grave of the dead chieftain, 
the Historical Society have decided on August 8 as the date on 
which the shaft will be dedicated. The board agreed to allow the 
use of the foot of King street, the center of the village. 

Nic Kettenhofen is putting the finishing touches upon the 
monument, which wlll also bear a copper plate with the likeness 
of Chief Mexico. The monument will be placed in the center of 
the street and will be a lasting memory to one of the first 
Indian chieftains in this section. (July 29 page 2 column 4)
